In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-14, and 16-30, drawn to a packing element. 
Group II, claim(s) 15, drawn to a method of forming a packing bed. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 15 of Group II 
requires that the packing bed be formed from a mixture of extruded ceramic forming 
components, while the packing elements of the claims of Group I could be formed by 
compression molded materials. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Species A of the packing, as illustrated by Figs. 1 and 3; and 

Species B of the packing, as illustrated by Figs. 5 and 6. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.

5. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Species B includes a 
packing having multiple orifices, including at least one of kidney bean shape, which is 
precluded by Species A, while Species A requires that all of the orifices within the 
packing have the same circular cross-section. The packing elements of the different 
species have orifices of mutually exclusive design, which will cause distinctly different 
flow dynamics through a bed of packing formed by the patentably distinct elements. 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
